Meet the Artists 


Formed in 1992 by bass player Timothy 
Dawson and baritone Gordon MacLeod, THE 
BACH CONSORT performs the music of J. 
e@". exploring the riches of his over 200 
sular and religious cantatas. Recently they 
have begun to perform larger works as well, 
such ag the Easter Oraterie and the 
Magnificat. The Bach Consort includes mem- 
bers of the Toronto Symphony and 
‘Tafelmusik, as well as some of Canada’s most 
sought-after young singers, including Monica 
Whicher, Elizabeth Turnbull, Noreen Burgess, 
Benjamin Butterfield, Dennis Giesbrecht, 
Michael Schade, Kevin MacMillan, Russell 
Braun and Brett Polegate. The Bach Consort 
has two recordings, The Bach Consort at 
Camphill and The Bach Consort at L’Arche. 
Proceeds from the sale of both CDs go to these 
organizations. 


The young American soprano ANN 
MONOYIOS has concertized throughout 
North America and Europe, collaborating with 
such leading artists/ensembles as William 


Christie, Les Arts Florissants, Tafelmusik, 
Gustay Leonhardt, Frans Brueggen, 
Christopher Hogwood, Trevor Pinnock, 
Philippe Herreweghe and the Montreal, Hou- 
ston and San Francisco Symphonies. With ac- 
claimed conductor John Eliot Gardiner, she 
has performed and recorded Bach’s $1. Mat- 
thew Passion and Monteverdi's Vespers for 
Deutsche Grammophon, Ms. Monoyios also 
6: for Sony Vivarte, EMI, Deutsche Har- 
ionta Mundi, Erato, Decca/L’ Oiseau Lyre, 
Capriccio and Vox, and is frequently heard on 
the BBC, WDR Kéln, CBC Canada and Ra- 
dio France. 


ELIZABETH TURNBULL is a contralto 
with a growing reputation in the United States 
and Canada, hailed by the press as “(one) of 
this country’s finest young singers, luminous 
and rich-veivce.” Critically acclaimed as Irene 
in Handel's Tamerlane at the Aldeburgh Fes- 
tival, she first sang with Calgary Opera as Olga 
in Eugene Onegin, and also appeared as Alisa 
in Lucia di Lammermoor with the opear com- 
panies of Edmonton and Regina. She was fea- 
tured as Mrs. Gleaton in the Vancouver Opera 
production of Carlisle Floyd's 
Susannah,
